The subject naatter of claim 1 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
inventions described in docxmients 1-3. The inventions described in documents 1-3 also have (1) a process of 
injecting and hardening a first resin, (2) a process of forming an imfinished lens by injecting a second resin, and 
(3) a process of forming a lens by hardening the second resin. 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
invention described in document L In the optical lens described in document 1, the index of refraction of the 
second resin is also greater than that of the first resin. 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
inventions described in documents 1 or 2. The resin in the invention described in document 1 or 2 also consists 
of a resin hardened by ultraviolet rays. 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
inventions described in documents 1-3. The lenses in the inventions described in documents 1-3 are also 
considered to have shapes by which the wave front aberration approaches zero, to some extent, in order that 
they can function as a lens. 

The subject matter of claim 5 appears to involve an inventive step in view of the docimients cited in the 
ISR. None of the documents cited in the ISR describes (1) a process of injecting and hardening a first resin, (2) 
a process of forming an imfinished lens by injecting a second resin, or (3) a process of forming a lens, in a 
method of manufacturing an optical fiber connector wherein a lens is formed in a resin injection part located at 
the end of a core drawn from the end of an optical fiber, and that feature would not be obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
